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Trade  Surplus  Falls  -  September's  U.S. 
agricultural  trade  surplus  fell  to  $1 .2 
billion,  $102  million  less  than  August,  as 
September  import  value  advanced  from 
August  levels.  Fiscal  1994  (October  1993 
to  September  1994)  ended  with  a  $17 
billion  agricultural  trade  surplus,  $600 
million  below  fiscal  1993  (table  3). 

Exports  Up  Slightly  -  September 
agricultural  exports  totaled  $3.6  billion, 
just  1  percent  over  August.  However, 
August  exports  were  above  average. 
September  gains  in  wheat,  feed  grains, 
grain  sorghum,  rice,  vegetable  oils,  and 
tree  nuts  advanced  export  value  but 
declines  in  corn,  cotton,  soybeans, 
soybean  meal,  and  barley  values  limited 
export  growth  for  the  month.  September 
export  value  was  up  1 1  percent,  for  an 
increase  of  $300  million  over  August. 
Fiscal  1994  year-end  exports  totaled 
$43.5  billion,  the  second  highest  value 
ever,  nearly  reaching  the  record  $43.8 
billion  set  in  1981  and  exceeding  fiscal 
1993  by  $900  million.  Fiscal  1994  gains 
in  poultry  meat,  cattle,  cotton,  vegetable 
oil,  fruit,  nut,  and  vegetable  export  values 
offset  losses  in  feed  grains,  soybeans, 
wheat,  and  tobacco  leaf. 

Vegetable  oil  exports  exceeded  $1  billion 
in  fiscal  1994,  25  percent  above  1993. 
Unit  value  gained;  volume  was  nearly 
steady  at  1.7  million  tons.  Globally, 
vegetable  oil  was  in  short  supply  in  fiscal 
1994.  Low  production  of  palm  oil  in 
Malaysia  and  soybeans  in  the  United 
States,  rising  global  consumption,  and 
imports  by  China  caused  world  prices  to 
surge.  Despite  reduced  U.S.  soyoil 
output  in  fiscal  1993,  export  levels 
remained  steady  as  export  unit  values 
soared  from  $605  per  ton  in  fiscal  1993  to 
$719  in  1994.  Large  amounts  of  U.S. 
vegetable  oil  exports  were  assisted  by 
export  promotion  programs.  Algeria, 
Mexico,  Turkey,  and  Canada  each 
imported  over  100,000  tons  of  U.S. 
vegetable  oil.  Japan  increased  imports  to 
100,000  tons,  while  Pakistan  went  from 
virtually  nothing  to  72,000  tons  due  to 
food-aid  programs. 

Wheat  shipments  for  September  totaled 
3.2  million  tons,  13  percent  over  Septem¬ 
ber  1993.  Egypt  was  the  lead  buyer  with 
560,000  tons,  followed  by  China  with 
310,000  tons,  and  Japan  with  292,000 
tons.  Fiscal  1994  exports  declined  14 
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percent  to  31 .1  million  tons,  the  lowest 
since  1991. 

Com  exports  rose  slightly  to  2.9  million 
tons,  2  percent  above  August  and  17 
percent  below  September  1993.  Japan 
imported  1.1  million  tons,  and  Taiwan 
473,000  tons.  Mexico  followed  with 
243,000  tons.  Fiscal  1994  corn  ship¬ 
ments  were  21  percent  below  last  year  at 
33.1  million  tons. 

Soybean  exports  rose  to  1 .2  million  tons 
in  September  with  shipments  41  percent 
over  September  1993.  Mexico  bought 
over  300,000  tons.  Japan  took  only 
1 17,000  tons,  followed  by  the  Nether¬ 
lands  and  Spain  with  over  100,000  tons 
each.  Fiscal  1994  shipments  totaled  16.4 
million  tons  compared  with  20.4  million 
tons  last  year,  trailing  by  20  percent. 
September  cotton  exports  were  still  above 
normal,  but  slowed  to  72,000  tons,  33 
percent  over  September  1993.  Year-end 
shipments  totaled  1 .6  million  tons,  the 
highest  since  1980  and  441 ,000  tons 
above  fiscal  1993. 

Imports  Gain  -  Import  value  increased  to 
$2.4  billion  in  September,  $148  million 
over  August.  Fiscal  1994  imports  of 
$26.4  billion  broke  last  year's  record  by 
$1 .9  billion,  for  a  gain  of  8  percent. 

Higher  coffee  unit  values  pushed  import 
value  over  $2  billion  for  fiscal  1994. 
Canadian  grain,  feed,  and  oilseed 
shipments  also  boosted  overall  import 
value.  (Tom  Capehart,  202-219-1262) 

Top  Export  Destinations  -  In  fiscal 
1994,  66  percent  of  total  U.S.  agricul¬ 
tural  export  value  went  to  the  top  ten 
country  destinations.  Japan  accounted 
for  $9.2  billion,  or  21  percent,  up  from 
20  percent  in  fiscal  1993.  The  Euro¬ 
pean  Union  imported  $6.6  billion,  or  15 
percent  of  U.S.  exports.  Canada,  at 
$5.3  billion,  rose  from  $4  billion  in  1993 
for  a  12  percent  share,  unchanged  from 
the  previous  year.  Mexico  took  $4.1 
billion,  up  from  $3.4  billion  last  year  for 
a  9  percent  share.  The  rest  of  the  top 
ten,  South  Korea,  Taiwan,  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  the  former  Soviet  Union  (FSU), 
Hong  Kong,  Germany,  and  the  United 
Kingdom,  had  shares  below  6  percent 
(table  4).  U.S.  exports  to  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  the  FSU,  and  Germany  fell  in 
value  while  those  to  Hong  Kong  and 
Taiwan  gained.  China's  purchases  rose 
from  $300  million  to  nearly  $800  million.
